Cavenaugh Drops; 
Conley Run Down 
by Wounded Man 


Bullet Passes Completely Through 


Heait of Desperate Rohber— 
Doney Shows Mettle.in Complet- 
ing His Job After Receiving Bul- 
let in Right Hip. 


In a gun fight with two men whom he had placed under arrest 


Thursday noon, Charles Doney, Pennsylvania railroad detective, shot 
and killed a man believed to be James Cavenaugh, aged about 40, and 
was himself shot through the right hip. 


Cavenaugh died almost instantly the bullet having passed com- 


pletely through his body piercing the lower part of Hs heart. 


The other man, who gave his name as Albert Conley, 3l7"of 


Rochester, was captured by Detective Doney, who with a bullet iiThis 
hip, chased him for almost a mile catching him near the. Wheeling 
and Lake Erie crossing at Kenilworth avenue. 


Doney's wound is not serious and he was reported to be suffer- 


ing but slightly at a late hour last night. 


SAW TRAINRIDERS 


According to statements given out by Chief of Police Ma pel" a rid 


Detective Doney. the latter thoiight he saw a man hop off of the 
"highball" local n>rnr the Standard plant of The American Art! 
Works shortly before noon Thursday. The detective started down 
the track and met a stranger dressed in a brown suit, who accom- 
panied him for a short time down the track. "I did not put this 
man under arrest because I saw two fellows seated on a car just be- 
low the Standard plant." said Detective Doney to a Tribune report- 
er. "The two men did not make any effort to get away when I 
approached them and I took the one with ihe black mustache (Cav- 
enaugh) by the arm and told them ilint T would have to arrest them 
i'or trainridins. They got down off the car and started to walk to- 
ward Main street, with me.
